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Reminiscenses Related 


to Kiwanians by Member 


At the regular Kiwanis meeting at| 22 MONTHS OLD LINDBERGH 


the Driard on Tuesday evening, Ki- 
wanian C. C. Watson gave a prelim- 
inary reprt concerning arrangements 
made to date about the proposed 
girls’ camp to be held at Pigeon Lake 
in July. It was decided to withdraw 
next weeks’ meeting, since in the or- 
dinary course it would come on the 
evening of May 24th. 

Kiwanian A. S. Rosenroll, who 
came here in the early 90’s, gave a 
very interesting address on the sub- 
ject “Reminiscences of the Early 
Days in Wetaskiwin.” He spoke of 
leaving Europe because it was over- 
populated. He arrived in Winnipeg, 
made enquiries there, then he got a 
ticket to Strathcona with stop-over 
privileges. He stopped off at Bran- 
don, Balgonie, Regina, Moosejaw and 
finally reached Calgary ,then a small 
town. There was one train a week 
from Calgary to Strathcona and Ki- 
wanian Rosenroll took the first train 
north. With the exception of a C.P.R. 
publicity agent, he was the only pas- 
senger. He stopped off at Wetaski- 
win, then a small hamlet of about 30 
people. Mr. John West’s store was 
carrying on and Mr. A. R. Dickson’s 
store was being built. The Driard 
Hotel was run by Jerry Boyce, with 
Bob Edwards (later editor of the Cal- 
gary Eye Opener) as bar tender. Mr. 
Rosenroll was so taken with the We- 
taskiwin district that he decided to 
go no farther. He shortly after pur- 
chased a number of cattle and hogs 
at a cheap price and started ranch- 
ing. He described having 80 hogs 
butchered at one time, and all he 
could get for them dressed was 2%c 
per lb., so he bought a sausage ma- 
chine and had them made into saus- 
ages and cured hams, when they 
brought him 10c a lb. 

He outlined the steps taken to es- 
tablish a creamery to serve the We- 
taskiwin district... A. ‘petition was 
prepared and’ circulated among the 
farmers who had cows, and this peti- 
tion was sent to the Government at 
Regina. The farmers agreed to put 
up the building, the government 
agreed to equip it and to get repaid 
out of the output of the Creamery. 
Townspeople as well as country peo- 
ple subscribed money to get the en- 
terprise started.. Mr. Rosenroll was 
the first manager. The venture was 
successfully launched, the subscribers 
were after a few years repaid the 
money they had put up with § per 
cent interest. Then the management 
changed, the concern became involv- 
ed in debt and finally passed into 
private hands. 

The celebrated Bob 


ferred to in passing. 

The speaker touched on general 
conditions in the early days of the 
district. Everyone had three meals 
a day and enjoyed good health. There 
was small chance to borrow money 
and get into debt because there were 
no banks and no loan companies. The 
people were like one happy family. 
Taxes were low, law and order were 
observed. There was one policeman, 
a member of the R.N.W.M.P., station- 


from the 
border on the east to the 
Mountains on the west, and from 
Ledue on the north to Ponoka on the 
south. 

In 1896 Mr. Rosenroll was appoint- 
ed a J.P., and in graphic language he 
described one of the interesting cases 
that came before him shortly after 
his appointment, which involved a 
number of his fellow townsmen. He 
fined them $5.00 each and personally 
put up the money and sent it 
Regina. 

He was a member of the Legislat- 
ive Assembly of the Territories in 
1901 when the Duke of York (now 
King George) visited Calgary, and on 
the reception committee. He was 
also a member of the reception com- 
mittee on the occasion of the visit of 
Prince Arthur of Connaught to EKd- 
monton in 1906, and his recital of the 
anxious times the committees had in 
preparing to give proper reception to 
Royalty was extremely funny.

BABY BRUTALLY MURDERED 
Hopewell, N.J., May 13.—The Lind- 
bergh baby is dead; murdered brutal- 
ly. ‘ 
They found the body—it was hard- 
ly more than a skeleton—late yester- 
day afternoon. A negro truckman, 
pushing his way through thick brush 
of the Sourlands — not five miles 
from the Charles A. Lindbergh estate 
--made the discovery. \ 

Police were called. Identification 
was confirmed. A baby hunt, cau- 
tious and painstaking, was ended; a 
man hunt, wide-flung and intense, 
swept forward in its place. 

Discovery of the child’s skeleton 
was made by William Allen, negro 
truckman. His truck, driving along 
the Hopewell-Mount Rose highway, 
had halted, and Allen had left it to 
enter the woods. 

Brush and undergrowth 
his path. He stopped and 
it aside. 

Beneath the brush, underneath a 
layer of rotting leaves lay the body 
of Charles Augustus Lindbergh Jr., 
only child of Anne, daughter of the 
late Senator Dwight W. Morrow, 
and Charles Lindbergh. 

Clinging to the decomposed body 
was weatherworn flannel that had 
kept the body warm that night of 
March 1, when his nurse tucked 
him into his. crib. These shreds of 
ttaby clothing were identification 
enough; these and the matted, cur- 
ly blonde hair. 

A compound fracture of the skull 
caused death. The murder evidently 
was done very soon after the kidnap- 
ping, probably within an hour. A 
mad man apparently, muscled either 
by an intense hatred or an overgrown

Public School Board held recently at 
which all members were in attend- 
ance, the matter of salaries was con- 
sidered, and it was unanimously 
agreed that the maximum salaries of 
teachers on the Wetaskiwin High 
School staff for the ensuing year be 
as follows: Principal, $2300; Vice- 
Principal, $1700, and four assistant 
teachers, $1500 each, and fhpt all 
public school teachers have their sal- 
aries reduced by 10 per cent. All the 
teachers have been notified by regis- 
tered letter of this action, and they 
have been requested, if they so de- 
sire, to send their applications for re- 
engagement before July Ist, when 
such applications will be duly consid- 
ered by the Board.

SCHOOL FAIR EXHIBITS 
MUST BE ENTERED BY JULY 4 


An important change has’ been 
made in the matter of school work ex- 
hibits, and all those entering the 
School Fair to be held in Wetaski- 
win, as well as the Fair to be held at 
Millet, must have their entries in the 
hands of the Fair secretaries, God- 
frey Baker, of Wetaskiwin, and Edgar 
Moore of Millet, not later than July 
4th. All work in classes 94 to 126, 
in the bulletin, must be completed by 
June 30th, tagged and placed in the 
hands of the secretaries, not later 
than July 4th. ‘During the summer, 
the judges will assign prizes and re 
turn the work to the secretaries.

This 
change of arrangements should be 
quite satisfactory, as it will mean 
that there will be better work, less 
rush and more careful judging.

RUSSIA BUYING 
CANADIAN WHEAT 


The international wheat trade was 
rather surprised at the action of 
Soviet Russia in coming into the 
market for the purchase of several 
mililon bushels of wheat for ship- 
ment to the Far East. Most of the 
wheat purchased so far is Alberta 
wheat taken from Vancouver. The ru- 
mor is that this wheat is needed for 
food for Russian armies concentrated 
in the area contiguous to Manchuria. 
It is generally accepted that Russia 
is in rather a serious plight so far as 
wheat supplies are concerned in cer- 
tain areas where there were crop 
failures last year. Wheat shipments 
from Russia’s Black Sea ports have 
virtually ceased for many weeks.

Ottawa, May 16.—As an economy

WHEAT SEEDING 
SHOWS PROGRESS 


Winnipeg, May 15.—With warmer 
weather and generally favorable con- 
ditions, everything points to normal 
development of the western wheat 
crop. The weekly report submitted 
by the agricutural department of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Saturday 
states seeding operations were unin- 
terrupted during the week and 95 per 
cent of Manitoba's wheat crop is now 
in the ground. Saskatchewan claims 
72 per cent and Alberta 63. 

Sowing of coarse grains is proceed- 
ing, with 25 per cent of oats under 
cover and Manitoba in the lead. The 
seeding of barley is anywhere from 
5 to 25 per cent chiefly in Mani- 
toba. 

Where wheat is above ground it 
shows even germination and is of ex- 
cellent appearance, states the report 
gleaned from Canadian Pacific agents 
over all western lines. Slight decrease 
in wheat acreage is balanced by in- 
creased seeding of coarse grains, 
sweet clover and other feed crops. 
Higher temperatures have hastened 
the growth of grass and livestock is 
already finding improved grazing.

Later Vegetable Plantings 

In most parts of Canada it will now 
be time to consider planting and set- 
ting out the more tender sorts cf 
vegetables, those which are unable 
to stand more than a very light frost 
and are far better off without any at 
all. Indeed there is no hurry about 
these things, which include’ beans, 
tomato plants, squash, cucumbers, 
and melons, as they will not start to 
grow until the weather and soil really 
becomes warm. In order to get a 
long and_= steady supply of green 
beans make at least three planting 
at intervals of ten days and use sev- 
eral varieties. To do the same thing 
with tomatoes one may use a few well 
started plants for the first crop and 
hurry these along with fertilizer and 
possibly mulch paper. All garden to- 
matoes should be staked, using either 
wooden or steel stakes about six feet 
high. Trim off all side shoots as they 
develop, training the main stem up 
along the stake and tieing loosely 
about every foot. All these warm 
weather vegetables prefer rich open 
soil and any members of the melon 
family, that is squash, cucumber, 
witron, etc., take special delight in hot 


| 
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sandy soil, though it must be made 
rich with well rotted manure or good 
garden fertilizer. Along with the 
vegetables mentioned one may set out 
egg plants, well started peppers, and 
the first planting of celery. The lat- 
ter must have very rich soil and 
water during dry weather. Plant 
fairly close together so that it may be 
bleached ‘by placing ten or twelve 


inch boards along the rows for ten 
ays or two weeks in the fall. 
Tender Flowers 
Among the more tender’ flowers 


will be Gladiolus, Dahlia and Cannas, 
the tubers or corms of which are 
planted. These should go in, in 
about the order named, the Cannas, 
particularly, being rather tender and 
unable to stand any frost. Plant 
them all to a depth of about three 
times the diameter of the tuber or 
bulb in ordinary soil and = slightly 
shallower in clay. Gladiolus and Can- 
nas prefer fairly rich open soil and 
make a good showing when grown | in 
clumps, the former planted four “to 
six inches apart and the Cannas a 
foot. Dahlias will thrive in almost 
any soil, giving good results in ash 
dumps mixed with a little clay. They

Safe Mushroous 

Mushrooms grow wild in many 
parts of Canada, but they are danger- 
ous if picked indiscriminately. One 
is well advised to secure a good bul- 
letin on the subject before trusting 
anything gathered at random. They 
can, however, be easily and safely 
produced from spawn, and huge crops 
in comparison to the uncertain: sup- 
ply available under natural  condi- 
tions, are secured. Moreover, they 
will grow practically all year round 
in some dark cellar, free from frost, 
or they can also be grown outside in 
boxes or special beds during the sum- 
mer and early fall. When ordering 
spawn from your seed merchant, ask 
for the special cultural directions. 
This delicacy, never cheap, is quite 
easily produced. Bed's are made with 
fresh stable manure which, after 
heating, are covered with the mush- 
room spawn broken in pieces about 
three inches square. When the 
spawn starts to run through the mzin- 
ure below, a layer of soil is added 
and on top of this the bed is covered 
with about eight or .ten inches of 
straw or litter whieh should’ be 
sprinkled with water during hot 
weather. It is impotant to have man- 
juts and soil tramped down firmly and 
to not allow the litter on top to set- 
tle or mat. Some people get fair re- 
sults from putting the spawn among 
potatoes, but much larger crops will 
be produced when more care is tak- 
en. A bed will produce mushrooms 
for about two months. 


These Flowers Ask Little Care 

To those who want flowers but 
have not a great deal of time to spend 
on them, the Zinnia is recommended. 
It comes in three types, dwarf, med- 
ium and giant size. It will thrive on 
the most ordinary attention, and will 
do particularly well in the new gard- 
en, and for filling in the perennial 
ibied before the regular flowers have 
fully developed. Colors range all the 
way from creami mauve and pink to 
deep yellow, dark brown, bronze and 
scarlet. It will bloom continuously 
from early summer until the time of 
killing frosts. For very early bloom, 
either start seed indoors or buy 
plants. It will, however, come ‘along 
quickly from seed planitea outdoors 
after danger of frost is about over. 
Other flowers which are also includ- 
ed in the group requiring a minimum]; 
of experience or care are calliopsis, 
marigolds, annual larkspur, scabiosa 
and cosmos. Among the medium and 
taller sorts are alyssum,  portulacca 
and nasturtiums of the dwarf types.

POUNDMAKERS’ TEEPEE SET 
UP IN UNIVERSITY MUSEUM 


An early bit of Alberta’s history 
was brought to mind yesterday at the 
University of Alberta when through 
the courtesy of Mr. G. C. Laight, 
Indian Agent from the Enoch Reserve 
at Winterburn, 
to set up the teepee of the famous 
old Cree chief, Poundmaker, in the 
geological museum. ® 

Those familiar with what took 
place during the stirring days of the 
Riel Rebellion will recall the part 
played by Poundmaker. It was 
Poundmaker’s men who pillaged Bat- 
tleford and fought the soldiers at 
Cutknife Hill, on his own Reserve. 
The old chief was put in a very dif- 
ficult position by the events of that 
time and rather than cause more 
bloodshed he surrender ed to General 
Middleton. 

He was tried at Regina and sent- 
enced to three years at Stony Moun- 
tain Penitentiary. On his release 
from Stony Mountain he went to 
visit his foster father Chief Crow- 
foot, of the Blackfeet, and while 
there died very suddenly. 

The late Senator Forget who was 
then Governor of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories and who had a great admira- 
tion for the old chief, secured the

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teepee made of twelve buffalo skins 
which had been the old _ warrior’s 
home for years. The teepee remain- 
ed in possession of the Forget family 
until three years ago when on the 
advice of Judge Dubuc, Madame For- 
get donated it to the University, and 
it was set up temporarily, in the geo- 
logical museum. 

Through the kindly offices of Mr. 
A. J. Brown of the Clark Lumber Co., 
arrangements were made with Mr. 
Laight to have two real Indian old 
timers come in to the University and 
put up the teepee in true Indian 
style. Accordingly, Antoine Calling 
Bull and his wife Suzanne drove in 
from the Reserve at Winterburn 
bringing with them teepee poles of 
spruce which they had carefully pre- 
pared themselves. 

Before an interested group. of 
spetcators Calling Bull and Suzanne 
put the teepee up in its permanent 
home. It would be more truthful to 
say that Suzanne put the teepee up 
with an occasional helping hand from 


her worthy spouse. Chattering her 
instructions in Cree, with Archie 
Delorme in the role of interpreter, 


Suzanne set to work in a very busi- 
ness-like manner to put the teepee up 
in the traditional Indian style. There 
were no half-way measures about her 
efforts either, everything had to be 
exactly right or a flood of Cree di- 
alect would pour forth with a suitable 
accompaniment of gestures until the 
particular pole or whatever it was, 
was in its rightful position. 

The teepee itself which is now at 
least seventy-five years old is a splen- 
did example of Indian art and craft- 
manship. Made from the skins of 
twelve buffaloes and decorated with 
buffalo tails and painting the teepee 
with its historic association is a 
most valuable acquisition to the Uni- 
versity museum. 

After the business of getting the 
teepee set up was over, the two In- 
dians were photographed in all their 
glory of war paint and feathers and 
for the first time in the history of the 
University full blooded Indians in 
full regalia, solemnly and with all the 
dignity of an academic procession, 
uarched though the rotunda of the 
Arts Building. 


CHINESE STARTED POST 
OFFICE ABOUT 1000 B.C. 


We are so used to our _ postal 
service that we do not realize that it 
was not always so easy to send or 
receive letters or think how it began. 

Like many other things, we owe it 
to the Chinese, who, as you know, 
invented the art of printing. 

The oldest postal system was es- 
tablished in China, for a service of 
mounted and foot couriers was org- 
anized to carry state edicts in about 
the year 1000 B.C. ‘ 

In the sixth century, A.D., the 
Chinese postal service had about 
1300 stations by road, 300 by river 
and 86 iby land and water. 

About this time a money order sys- 
tem was devised and brought into 
use in China. The Chinese system of 
couriers lasted until modern ° times. 
Similar postal services are mention- 
ed in the Bible and were used by the 
Romans. 

Posts first appeared in Britain in 
the fifteenth century—when they 
were established to carry military in- 
telligence. 

Private letters were allowed to be 


carried for fees for the first time in| 


the seventeenth century a system in- 
troduced hy Thomas Witherings in 
1635.

MOVEMENT OF GRAIN 
STARTS TO CHURCHILL 

Saskatoon, May 16.—Collected from 
dozens of country elevators a long 
string of freight cars loaded with 
Saskatchewan wheat will move north- 
ward over the Hudson Bay railway 
this week, bound for Canada’s new 
port of Churchill and thence for the 
markets of the United Kingdom and 
Europe. The movement consists of 
2,000,000 ‘hushels sold by the Sask- 
atchewan wheat pool and will be the 
first commercial shipment to move 
out from the Hudson Bay port. 

While the wheat shipment is being 
assembled negotiations are under way 
for shipments of cattle and other pro- 
ducts of western farms. Cattle own- 
ed by the govenment of Saskatche- 
wan may be used in a trial shipment. 

Last year as a test two ship loads 
of wheat moved out of Churchill. 
Wihen the present season opened 
some misgivings were felt over the 
apparent lack of interest of shippers 
in the Bay route. These have row 
largely disappeared and _ there is 
every prospect the new trade channel 
will have a thorough ’ test this com- 
ing summer. 
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REPORTS RECORD GROWTH 
OF ALBERTA’S UNIVERSITY 


Registrations of students at the 
university for the term just ended 
reached the record total of 1,938, stat- 
ed Dr. W. C. Wallace, president of 
the institution, in making his annual 
report at convocation in McDougall 
church Friday. 

The academic year just closing was 
a matter of great interest in several 
Ways, observed the president. For 
one thing, the registration of stud- 
ents had been greater than in other 


years. 

Students at the winter session 
numbered 1,532, which was an in- 
crease of 65 over the preceding 
year. Taking into consideration the 
summer school, correspondence and 
other courses, the total enrolment 


for the year was 1,938. 

Speaking of this increase, Dr. Wal- 

lace said this applied mainly to one 
or two. schools. The number of 
students taking their first year at 
university was larger than before 
while an increased body of stu- 
dents were going on for higher de- 
grees. Also, more were interested 
in nursing and higher economics. 
, At the same time, attendance had 
been restricted in some ways. This 
was the case with applied science 
where the facilities were not ade- 
quate -to provide for an’ increased. 
number of students. 

Results of the university examina- 
tions showed a higher standing 
than last year, this applying both 
to the thigher and lower marks. Also 
a smaller number of students had 
been asked to withdraw from the 
university than in the year previ- 
ous. 

There has been a_ serious minded 
group of students at the institu- 
tion during the past year, observed 
the president. Among the general 
student body, there had been a 
definite interest in problems of the 
world at large.

HEADACHES in the susceptibility ‘of individuals 


There is a wide variety of reasons 
‘for headaches. They occur at all ages 

and are far more common among 
young children than is generally sus- 
pected. The occurrence of headache 
means that there is something wrong 
somewhere in. the body. There is an 
acute and very painful form of head- 
ache known as “migraine,” which ap- 
pears to run in families. ; 

Eyestrain is probably the most 
common cause of the condinion. It is 
not necessary for the person to do 
what is known as close work to suf- 
fer from eyestrain. As long as the 
use of the eyes causes abnormal 
strain, whether this be from near or 
distant work, or from poor lighting, 
headache is to be expected as a re- 
sult. 

Inflammation causes pain, and so 
it is that any inflammation in the 
head or in parts which are close to 
the head is often felt as headache. 
Inflammation is usually due to infec- 
tion in the head; the common sites 
of infection are the sinuses and the 
teeth. Headache may therefore be 
associated with infected teeth, or 
with sinus disease. 

‘As one symptom, headaches occurs 
in very many diseases, particularly 
those in which there is high fever. 
When some important organ of the 
body is not functioning properly, one 
evidence of how the whole body may 
be upset, is the occurrence of head- 
aches. So it is that anaemia and ne- 
phritis give rise to heddaches. 

Increased pressure within the head 
causes pain. The pain may be due to 
increased blood-pressure or to some 
growing tumor. In either case, there 
is headache.

to headaches. Some people seldom, 
if ever, have a headache, while others 
develop headaches from the slightest 
disturbances. Why this is so we do 
not know. Those who are prone to 
headaches may suffer from them as 
a result of lack of fresh air, undue 
excitement, worry or fatigue. 

‘Headaches are often associated 
with constipation. There are those 
who believe that such headaches are 
due to the absorption of toxic or 
poisonous material from the bowel— 
auto-intoxication. However, it is a 
common experience that headaches of 
this type are quickly relieved when 
the bowels move, which indicates 
that the headaches result from the 
pressure of the overloaded bowel 
rather than from the absorption of 
toxins or poisons. 

Headaches should be accepted as a 


warning. If the headache is severe, 
if it persists or recurs, the case 
should (be brought under medical 


care. The pain. may be dulled by 
self-prescribed drugs, but proper 
treatment is required to find what is 
responsible and to remove or correct 
the cause, rather than the headache 
itself, which is only a symptom.

South America has no censor, but 
the public unofficially fixes rigid 
limits as to what may be portrayed. 
A divorce picture is never sent there, 
since local custom and religion refuse 
to allow divorce to be regarded for 
entertainment.

Of this 
total the province of Ontario ac- 
counted for 2,079,752 ounces 
valued at $42,992,288. 


New Brunswick can now claim 
the rare distinction of producing 
a white squirrel. The animal was 
caught by Jack Felsing of Frederic- 
ton who trapped it near the village 
of Lincoln. It has been bought by 
the government and will be 
mounted and placed on exhibition. 


Hon. Cairine Wilson, Canada’s 
only woman Senator, arrived re- 
cently at Quebec on board the 
Empress of Australia, from a trip 
through Europe. While in London 
she visited the House of Lords, but 
could not make comparisons with 
the Senate since the House was 
not in session. 


Western piains have been given 
a boost by the rains of the last 
days of April and farmers of the 
prairie provinces are cheered by 
fine seeding conditions and good 
prospects of crop success, according 
to information summarized by the 
Canadian Pacific agricultural de- 
partment crop report. 


Following the announcement of 
reduced ocean rates on Canadian 
Pacific ships on the Atlantic, one 
of the largest parties ever to leave 
Toronto at this time of year for 
the Old Country sailed recently 
aboard the Duchess of York.

These 
leases for a term of 10 years are on 
the Restigouche, Kedgwick, Mata- 
pedia and Big Sevogle Rivers and 
prices paid are the annual rental 
charges. 


Daylight saving time, com- 
mencing in Quebee and Ontario 
provinces May 1, occasioned little 
confusion on Canadian Pacific 
travel. Travellers have nowadays 
learned that the railways remain 
onstandard time and govern them- 
selves accordingly. ‘The railway 
announced a number of train time 
alterations prior to the introduc- 
tion of daylight saving.
